five or six hundred feet above the surround­ 
ing country he discovered the ruins of stone, 
dwellings and other evidences of tbe Mesa 
having been occupied as a place of abode by 
people hundreds of years ago. 
First, how­ 
ever, there were discovered on the face or 
front of tbe mesa form er habitations of the 
cave or clitf dwellers. 
M any of these apart­ 
ments are to be found excavated in the side of 
the cliff, and afford a lield for very interesting 
investigations. 


The ruins on top of the mesa sustained, 
however, more particular research. 
One of 
these had evidently been about two hundred 
feet square and built of stone. 
Mr. Evans, 
in order to satisfy himself of the antiquity of 
the structure, sunk a hole down to what ap­ 
peared to be the lloor of the house, but what 
really was the accumulation ot many years, 
during which a covering of dirt seven feet in 
depth had been deposited. 
While penetrat­ 
ing this covering Mr. Evans discovered many 
utensils made of bone, m any pieces of pot­ 
tery and volcanic glass, and at the bottom of 
all he came to a hard cem ent floor perfectly 
smooth and impenetrable. 
The 
building 
I i' constructed around a large placita and of 
course bears plainly the evidence of the pas­ 
sage of m any years. 
T h e existence of tbe 
ruins is known by the Indians, who call them 
“The Pueblo Viejo,"’ the Spanish for “old 
town,'’ but Mr. Evans is perhaps the first 
white m an who has thoroughly explored them 
and certainly the first who has caused them 
to be described through the pies'.

Chic a g o , August 25.— .V Washington spec­ 
ial says it is reported that officers of the Cen­ 
tral Pacific have been considering the advisa­ 
bility of ordering a m andam us to appoint an 
auditor of railroad accounts on tbe giouml 
that the bureau is now' without a bead and 
will be compelled in consequence to rest un­ 
der the odium of a charge to defraud the gov­ 
ernment while they are ready and anxious to 
proceed to trials if a commissioner is appoint­ 
ed. 
Some tim e ago there was a stay of pro­ 
ceedings granted on "iie motion of Assistant 
United States District A ttorney Clarke, in the 
circuit court in New Y o ik until thirty days 
after the appointm ent of an auditor of rail­ 
road accounts by the president, and extend­ 
ing the time of taking 
testimony three 
months after the expiration of the stay, thus 
making a delay, 
on motion of the counsel 
for tbe government, of four months after tbe 
commissioner shall be named. 
Defendants, 
it is said, m ake application for a mandamus 
upon instructions of A ttorney General Mac- 
Veagh to Mr. Clarke, in which he said the 
case must rest until tbe president is able to 
appoint a commissioner, thus especially ad­ 
mitting the constitutional disability of tbe 
president. 
The railroad men will claim upon 
this representation that tbe delay was ordered 
by tbe court. 
It appear» tbe law creating 
the office of auditor of railroad accounts 
is constructed that section 178, Revised Stat­ 
utes, intended to cover such cases, does not 
apply here. 
T he section provides in case of 
vacancy in the bureau such as this, tbe ap­ 
pointment of the chief of which is not vested 
in the head of the departm ent to which tbe 
bureau belongs, the deputy of such officer or 
chief clerk shall perform the duties of the 
ollice until a successor is appointed. 
The 
act creating the ollice of auditor of railroad 
accounts does not provide for any deputy or 
chief clerk, so in this case there is no one 
who under law cap perform the duties. 
The 
gentleman in office now is simply placed 
there to keep up the books, but he has no 
official status and no one can perform the 
duties of auditor till the

T h e sales for the week comprise l,S12,9o9 
lb:-,, of domestic fleece and pulled and 98,100 
lbs. of foreign, making the week's transac­ 
tions foot up 1.911.0:59 lbs., against 2,0:59,179 
lbs. and 2,0:J5.0rt() lbs, for the two previous 
w eek 's transactions. 


T h e sales, as collected from the se\eral 
houses an d given in detail below, show a total 
of 1,911,0:39 lbs., or l2t>,i:n lbs. less than last 
w eek. 
T he decrease is divided about equally 
in dom estic and foreign wools. 
The most 
m a rk e d feature in the sales is the large busi­ 
ness in Michigan wools, of which 367,444 lbs. 
have been sold, which is 253,000 lbs. more 
th a n last week. 
The sales of combing and 
delaine and scoured have been a trifle over 
40.000 lbs. 
There has been a large decrease 
in the business iu unwashed and unmerchant­ 
able, am ounting to 180,000 lbs., and in Cali­ 
fornia spring of 170,000 lbs. 
In Ohio and 
P ennsylvania the decrease has been 40,000 
lbs., in territory of 14,000 lbs., and in fall Cal­ 
ifornia 10,000 lbs. 
In foreign wools the sales 
have been again light, or only 9S,100 lbs., 
against 101,500 lbs. last week. 


T h e m arket has been fairly active, the sales 
show ing almost a similar total to last week’s, 
but the visible activity is even less. 
The 
m ost activity this week has been in Michigan 
wool,-and there are those who claim that con­ 
cessions have been made in order to m ake 
them , b u t the details of the sales show only 
140.000 lbs. that ranged from 39 to 40c. 
T hese lower sales, it is pretty safe to con­ 
clude, are rather inferior grades, since 40 
cents h as been obtained for many lota. 
W e 
also k n o w where 39 cents have been refused, 
an d large sales thus prevented. 
There have 
again been large sales of territory wools, of 
which 348,500 lbs. have been sold. " An active 
inquiry still exists for combing and delaine, 
a n d dealers are behind in their deliveries. 
M anufacturers are making more fine goods 
th an ever before, hence the increased demand 
for this grade of wool. There has been a 
great decline in receipts this week. 


T h e re is nothing new from the west, al­ 
though there is according to souie dealers, a 
little softening, but we do not look for much, 
as dealers iu this market stand ready to pav 
38 cents for Michigan wool whenever that 
price is reached.

private sale is reported of 500,000 lb», of 
n o rthern wool in San Francisco, at 31 to : ; r 
cents, to an eastern manufacturer, but pri­ 
vate telegraphic reports do not give details,

The "Saturday Review" on R. G. White. 


Mr. Richard Grant White's “ E n g la n d W i t h ­ 
o ut and Within” is in pleasant co ntrast to v ari­ 
ous books which have l©.;n w ritten by E n g ­ 
lishmen about America as well as by A m e r i­ 
cans about England. 
We find of course, here 
and there a few' absurd mistakes. 
B u t th ey 
are mistakes; they are due to re p u b lic a n p re­ 
judice and national imperfection of 
k n o w l­ 
e d g e , n o t to spite or even to wish to be h u ­ 
morous. 
Mr. White was received w ith th a t 
cordial hospitality which both E n g lish m en 
and Americans are prompt to sho w to one 
another. 
He had introductions to th e b est so- 
# e t y of the mother country; to see th e lo w er 
or lower middle class—except in railw ays, on 
the roads, or on great public, occasions— lie 
had somewhat to go out of his w ay. 
T h e 
general result of his visit seems to b e a so m e­ 
w hat enthusiastic admiration of the b e s t ch arac­ 
teristics of Englishmen and E ng lish w o m en , 
both those they share with and those in w hich 
they differ from his “own folk.” 
N a tu r a lly 
he thinks that there is more fem ale b e a u ty iu 
Am erica: but his general estim ate o f E n g lis h ­ 
women, even 011 that point, will, w e th ink , 
satisfy them. 
That in voice, in carriage, a n d 
in w hat we should call m anners, th e y are 
vastly superior to a very large p ro p o rtio n of 
his countrywomen he sometimes a sserts a n d 
m o re often distinctly implies. 
A n E n g lis h ­ 
woman, he says, is a woman in soul as w ell 
as body, in mind as in person. 
H e r voice is 
almost always pleasant, her bearing a n d con­ 
d u c t almost always free from the o ste n ta tio u s 
self-assertion of her northern sister; n o rth ern , 
w e say, for Mr. White is a Y an kee, 
an d 
speaks of American men and w om en as if he 
knew little of any other type. 
W e ca n n o t 
say that, in our own opinion, a V irg in ia n g en ­ 
tlem an or gentlewoman is w antin g in a n y of 
the finest characteristics he ascribes to th e 
aristocracy of Great Britain. 


According to Mr. White, a th o ro u g h b red 
English gentleman is about th e finest possi­ 
ble type of cultivated humanity. 
P h y sically, 
he maintains, the American is, on t h e average, 
taller and scarcely less stalwart, th o u g h the 
tendency to excessive stoutness is v e ry m u ch 
m ore rare on the western side of th e A t l a n t i c ;

But the distin ctiv e pe­ 
culiarity of England which struck h im m ost 
forcibly—more forcibly than even th e u n iv er­ 
sal bad dressing of the ladies— w a s one w e 
hardly expected to find acknow ledged by an 
American. 
England, he, says, is th e c o u n try 
of rights par excellence, not of eq u al rights 
for all, but of rights whereof every m a n and

tions, constantly iutllct nuisances u p o n tbeir 
neighbors which hi England w o u ld 
n o t be 
tolerated for a moment. 
H e ascribes th is in 
great measure to the resolute self-respect a n d 
individualism of the English ch aracter, the 
determination with which each m a n asserts 
his legal right, however offensive it m a y seem , 
when it is rudely im'aded; w hile h e recog­ 
nizes frankly the willingness to w aiv e rights 
when once properly acknowledged, w ith o u t 
which sujh self-assertion w ould becom e in­ 
tolerable selfishness. 
W hether he recognizes 
that such individual self-dependence a n d re­ 
solve is distinctly aristocratic is th e f ru it of 
example set for centuries by in dividuals 
strong enough to hold their o w n 
against 
numbers, is not quite so clear. 


On the whole the book conveys w h at, we 
believe, is the undoubted tru th . 
A m e r ic a is 
a far better country for those w h o are bent 
on wealth and on physical co m fort th a t they 
cannot easily attain at home. 
F o r th o se who 
have enough for their w ants E n g la n d is in­ 
comparably the pleasanter cou n try to live in. 
W ith all its glorious natural .scenery, A m eri­ 
ca is, as compared with E n g la n d , an ugly 
country. 
And in American society m en are 
much more constantly liable to h av e their 
toes trodden upon by pushing a n d crow ding 
neighbors.

But the amount paid for the two novels 


just named, as put on paper by their author, 
are significant in any case as showing the 
value attached to his direct personal per- 
formances. Probably there are not niaiiy 
cases iu which the "copy," as it is tech- 
nically called, of literary works is preserved 
at all; and, unless he had already an "«*£/£ 
monunieutuin." sort of feeling, it is strange 
that the young Disraeli should at 28—the age 
he had attained when he published 
"The 


Young Duke"—have taken the trouble to lay 
aside the manuscript slips of his novels as 
they would have been returned to him \vitli 
his proofs from the printer. By so doing, 
however, lie saved—011° might almost say that 
he created—a value o>» -::281—a sum which 
many a novelist would ;.i the beginning • of 
his career (and in some cu--.es even at a later 
period) consider adequate remuneration for 
the entire copyright of his work. 


The "Wondrous Tale of Alroy," setting 


forth how, iu the twelfth century, a prince of 
the house of David proclaimed himself the 
Messiah, and called the Jews of Persia to 
arms, was sold at auction iu its manuscript 
form for 140 guineas, which was, in all proba- 
bility, more than tlie printed book produced 
in the way of profit when, 46 years ago, it 
was first brought out. The "Rise of Iskan- 
der," 
dealing 
with the insurrection of 


"Skanderbeg," as Iskander or Alexander the 
chief, is sometimes called,brought 90 guineas, 
and, under the circumstances, this being one 
of the least popular of its author's produc- 
tions, it may be considered a large price. The 
same sum was obtained for the original man- 
uscript of "Ixion in Heaven," u production 
which was written 13 years later, and com- 
manded 
much attention at the time -of 


publication. 
A good idea of 
the val- 


ue attached to Lord Beaconsfield's writ- 
ten work is afforded by the fact 
that 


when the copyright and stereotyped plates of 
his "Biography of Lord George Bentinck" 
were offered for sale no one could be induced 
to offer for the lot more than £25, apparently 
an insufficient sum, since it was bought in. 
It would have been interesting to see what 
value the manuscript of this work, had it 
been forthcoming, would have been found to 
possess; interesting also to know what worth, 
as estimated .by the competitive process, be- 
longs to the copyright of three works which, 
iu their manuscript shape, were disposed of 
once for all at sums varying from 90 to 220 
guineas. Would at' this-momentthe _copjt_ 
rightof "Coutariui Fleming" meet with a 
buyer at 300 guineas ? Probably it would, 
notwithstanding the fact that its popularity 
has been quite eclipsed by later works from 
the same pen. But there cannot be many 
publishers, who, as a mere business specula- 
tion, would care to invest 220 guineas iu the 
copyright of "The Young Duke," though 
that, as has been seen, was the sum real- 
ized last Friday for the manuscript.

The death in an insane asylum of Orville

AVhen his great brother, 
Uiyssus, came to grief iu the army and suffer- 
ed privation in private life, it was Orville, 
after the father, Jesse Grant, who sustained 
the prodigal Ulysses. Ulysses, however, pos- 
sessed the sterling qualities of Henry V. of 
England, and rising with the great occasion 
of the war, discarded his faults and rose to his 
present great eminence. As Ulysses rose, 
Orville fell, and despite the favor shown him 
by the ex-president, his decline was rapid. 
The prosperous business man of Galena and 
Chicago; who enjoyed a fortune of nearly a 
hundred thousand dollars while his brother 
was next door . to a pauper, embarked in the 
most scandalous enterprises of the eastern 
cities, and soon became known as a con- 
scienceless adventurer, who traded on his 
brother's name.

Russias has, or had in 187!i, before the Hit 
conquests, an area of 21,000 geographica 
square miles may convey no very distitiv, 
meaning; but a glance at the map will sa 
isfy us that the surface of the smaller half o 
this empire—European Russia—is consider- 
ably larger than that of all the other states of 
Europe put together; while the other half- 
Siberia, with the rest of the Asiatic provinces 
is not far from covering one third of the 
Asiatic coutiuent; and that a rent traveller, 
the Ilev.

The Oldest Meetiug House in America. 


Hingham, Mass., ivmti'iins what isi-alledthe 
Idest meetinv house in America, and its bi- 
jntennial celebration occurred last Monday.. 
'he Boston Traveller says of it: 
Thu "Old. Church" perpetuates a style ot 
rchltecture which has almost passed from 


memory of the "oldest inhabitant." It is 


early an equal-sided parallelogram, about 55 
y 70 feet, with an ordinary seating capacity 
f seven hundred. The inscription on the ta- 
let, given below, shows tlie initiation and 
ost of tlie building enterprUe. 
The meeting house has u "hip" roof with 
balustrade around the apex and an hexago- 
al bell tower surmounted by a spire-shaped 
teeple rising from the centre of Ihe roof, 
"he building was flrst enlarged in 1729 and 
gain in 1755. The old frame is intact. There 
re girders 1C inches square; the kingposts, 
mrlins, curious, curved sub-rafters—all mas- 
ive and of nak—together with posts and 
earns protruding into the audience room; the 
.irge gallery posts, the curved gallery and 
vail braces—everything hewn timber—gives 
n idea of solidity, strength and endurance 
vhich promises well for two hundred years 
nore. The ceiling is "M feet from the Moor, 
lid is papered, in watered white, the \yalls 
laving a cream-tinted covering. A light- 
;roin wainscoting rises three feet around the 
vails. The gallery runs about three sides, 
iiipporled by large round pillars, hewn. 
iVhen the. last general repairs were made, in 
.801), the old-fashioned square pews, intro- 
du6ed in 1755, were replaced by thu present 
sittings, circular in arrangement. In the loft 
aru two of these antique pews, one formerly 
occupied by the minister's family, and the 
other by the old hero, General Benjamin Lin- 
coln. These pews are curious in their con- 
struction, the several seats rising on hinges 
for convenience of standing in prayer time, 
and old residents well recall the general slam- 
ming all over the church when the "amen" 
came. These pews have the plain woodei 
ar,nirrests,jidjustubleby a hinge bracket. The 


present sexton tells of the t(WuSfooIs"'wTu'fih 
he has seen growing up in the p'wvs. The 
present pulpit was put into tho church ii 
1755 and is a line piece of work, rising ter 
feet from'the level of the pews. Its mate.ria 
is pine, handsomely veneered; the reading 
desk, Hanked by two wings with crenelated 
aud other mouldings, stands out in circular 
form, supported by bracket and tarbel. 


Overhead Is a canopy--miscalled canopy— 


crowned with a poppy head which joins to 
the celling. Behind the pulpit there was a 
double louver window, now closed, and crim- 
son drapery forms the pulpit background. 
The windows were put i|i new in ISdii, dia- 
mond shape, and a reproduction of the lirst 
sashes. Two portico vestibules form the en- 
trances. In the pediment of the principal one 
is the date inscription, "AIUCLXXXI." The 
new. sweet-toned organ is decidedly out of 
place. It does not harmonize with the simple 
massive grandeur of the early times, it is a 
blemish on the unique beauty of this meeting- 
house. What a contrast to the old-time in- 
strumentation ! A bass viol, violoncello, flute, 
•clarinet, "tenor fiddle"—these furnished the 
sacred music of "ye olden time." David A. 
Horsey played the violoncello for fifty years 
consecutively, and he is at his old post to-day, 
playing as of yore. This church was not 
warmed at all before 1833, and then a great 
crowd assembled on the Sunday to witness 
the working of the first stoves. 


A mural tablet has lately been erected to 


the right of the pulpit. The tablbt is of 
bronze, ou a white wood ground, ornamented 
with scroll work aud tracery. The following 
is the inscription:

He was emphatically a man of his 
time, a time unlike ours. International law 
was not in a satisfactory condition, and tlie 
theory of "natural enemies'' was frankly 
avowed :tivl acted upon. Drake's origin was 
so obscure that no one seems to have thought 
it worth while to leave on record the precise 
date of his birth, lie entered lite, like so 
many famous admirals, as a i-ubin boy. In 
the old seafaring ballads like "The Golden 
Yankee"'--if. indeed, that pleasing strain be 
ancient—we tlnd the cabin boy a hero who 
performs precocious, exploits. 
Drake, like 


other huls in his humble station, wa-i lucky 
enough 
to \viii the regard of his skip- 


ier, who died and bequeathed his vessel 
o the young apprentice. Drake prospered in 
•ommerce, and, in 1507, sailed with Ctipt. 
Inwkins to Mexico. The venture was a 
'aihire, and everything that. Drake had fell 
nto the hands of the Spaniards. He return- 
ed to Europe, an:l was so sanguine as to ex- 
)ect the Spanish court to repay him i'or what 
Spanish subjects had plundered. Fulling i n ' 
this hopeful enterprise, he uiade a vow, as 
well kept as that of Hannibal, to recoup him- 
self at the expense of a nation at once cruel 
iml "Papist." iu 1570 Queen Elizabeth gave 
lim some sort of commission, which lie ajv 
jieurs to have interpreted as u sanction of 
what severe thinkers would now call piracy. 
In 1373 he sailed with the Pasha, the Swan 
and another small vessel, and plundered the 
:he Spanish town of Nombre de Dios. He 
•rosscd the isthmus of Panama, burned much 
Spanish shippiii',', got ris lirst view o£ the 
Pacific, and determined to sail an English 
ship iu those seas. Drake was now a rich 
man. He equipped three frigates at his own 
expense, and served as u volunteer iu the 
Irish troubles. He could not have made 
much booty out of the "Irish kernes," so he 
returned to England, was well received by 
Elizabeth, and raised a force to sail through 
the recently discovered straits of Magellan, 
and explore the Pacific.

How Silks are Given Weight, 


L jii'iou Xows, July oO. 


In tlie report of Sir Edward Thornton, late 


ly minister at AVashington, and uow ambassa- 
dor at St. Petersburg, attention is drawn to 
certain mysterious fires both in warehouses 
and aboard ship, which, after careful inquiry 
by a police committee and a board of under- 
writers in New York, have been traced to 
consignments of black silk. The immediate 
cause of danger is, it appears, the chemical 
materials now used to t?ive weight as well as 
improved color to tlie silks. Thu art, says 
the report, has reached such perfection that 
the weight of the' natural silk can be inereas- 
feur-fold without apparent adulteration; but 
the minerals, vegetables, acids aud alkali thus 
used, combined with animal subs^ulces and 
the natural gt'.rui of silk, constitute a -'ferment- 
able compound which generates-earbbuuation.

Discoveries in 


New Mexico, 


Ancient 
Homes 
Explored 


—The Cliff Dwellers 


of the Past, 


SANTA FE, Aug 35.—The New Mexican 


will contain to-morrow, the following: Mr. 
Evans, who represents the Chicago Times, re- 
turned yesterday from Espauola, where lie 
has been prosecuting his explorations. He re- 
ports that lie discovered some very quaint 
evidences of life in past ages in New Mexico. 
He says he rode up Santa Clara Canon from 
the Pueblo Santa Clara, for a distance of 16 
miles, then left the cafion riding two miles 
to the south. 
Here on a mesa 
some 


five or six hundred feet above the surround- 
ing country he discovered the ruins of stone 
dwellings and other evidences of the Mesa 
having been occupied as a place of abode by 
people hundreds of years ago. First, how- 
ever, there were discovered on the face or 
front of the mesa former habitations of the 
cave or cliff dwellers. Many of these apart- 
ments are to be found excavated in the side of 
the cliff, and afford a field for very Interesting 
investigations. 


The ruins on top of the mesa sustained, 


however, more particular research. One ot 
these had evidently been about two hundred 
feet square and built of stone. Mr. Evans 
in order to satisfy himself of the antiquity of 
the structure, sunk a hole down to what ap 
peared to be the floor of the house, but whai 
really was the accumulation of many years 
during which a covering of dirt seven feet ii 
depth had been deposited. While penetrat 
ing this covering Mr. Evans discovered many 
utensils made of bone, many pieces of pot 
tery and volcanic glass, and at the bottom o 
all he came to a hard cement floor perfectly 
smooth and impenetrable. 
The building 


is constructed around a large placita and of 
course bears plainly the evidence of the pas- 
sage of many years. 
The existence of the 


ruins is known by the Indians, who call them 
"The Pueblo Viejo," the Spanish for "old 
town," but Mr. Evans is perhaps the first 
white man who has thoroughly explored them 
and certainly the first who has caused them 
to be described through the press.

THE PBESIDENT'S DISABILITY. 


The Central Pacific Road Demands the 


Appointment of an Auditor by the 


Vice President. 


CHICAGO, August 25.—A Washington spec- 


ial says Ik is reported that officers of the Cen- 
tral Pacific have been considering the advisa- 
bility of ordering u mandamus to appoint an 
auditor of railroad accounts on the gioiind 
that the bureau is now without a head and 
will be compelled in consequence to rest un- 
der the odium of a charge to defraud the gov- 
ernment while they are ready and anxious to 
proceed to trials if a commissioner is appoint- 
ed. Some time ago there was a stay of pro- 
ceedings granted on the motion of Assistant 
United States District Attorney Clarke, iu the 
circuit court in New Ymk until thirty days 
after the appointment of an auditor of rail- 
road accounts by the president, and extend- 
ing the time of taking testimony three 
months after the expiration of tbe stay, thus 
making a delay, on motion of the counsel 
for the government, of four months after the 
commissioner shall be named. Defendants, 
it is said, make application for a mandamus 
upon instructions of Attorney General Mac- 
Veogh to Mr. Clarke, in which he said the 
case must rest until the president is able to 
appoint a commissioner, thus especially ad- 
mitting the constitutional disability of the 
president. The railroad men will claim upon 
this representation that the delay was ordered 
by the court. 
It appears the law creating 


the office of auditor of railroad accounts 
is constructed that section 178, Revised Stat- 
utes, intended to cover such cases, does not 
apply here. The section provides in case of 
vacancy in the bureau such as this, the ap- 
pointment of the chief of which Is not vested 
in the head of the department to which the 
bureau belongs, the deputy of such officer or 
chief clerk shall perform the duties of the 
office • until a successor- Is appointed. 
The 


act creating the office of auditor of railroad 
accounts does not provide for any deputy or 
chief clerk, so in this case there Is no one 
who under law cap perform the duties. The 
gentleman in office now is simply placed 
there to keep up the books, but he has no 
official status and no one can perform the 
duties of auditor till the president shall 
appoint 
some one to the vacancy. In

In manner Mr. Wilde 
is described as highly peculiar, affecting the 
eccentricity and talking the strange jargon 
of 'culture.' The younger son of a well- 
known Dublin surgeon and a lady who has 
some reputation as a writer; a man who had 
taken high honors rt Oxford, and who origi- 
nated the famous . aying, 'we must try and 
live up to our blue China.' it is not strange 
that Oscar AVildu when lie published his 
poems should have been talked about and his 
works critically studied. 


Mr. Wilde, however, can stand any re- 


marks offered concerning the writings. He 
has stood posing before the public, and has 
received their criticisms too long to feel 
abashed at whatever may now be said con- 
cerning him. He has been grievously ridi- 
culed, his appearance guyed and his person 
and doctrines produced in exaggerated forms 
on the stage. But with all this fun and guy- 
ing the object has gone about Ills way undis- 
turbed without offering reply. In short, he 
has all along shown that he possessed talent 
and to-day he is an agreeable person with an 
influential class of London society. 


The World has a good opinion of Mr. Wilde 


as a poet. It says that his poems are "delicate- 
ly wrought mosaics." 'His faculty of expres- 
sion, it considers is remarkable, and he is 
called a natural rhetorical poet. One of his 
best compositions is that entitled "Ave Ini- 
peratrix," which abounds in well turned 
lines and has many picturesque touches. 
To him also, says the World, is given a rare 
power of appreciating life and character. 
If he will only become simple and natural in 
liis poems, and do away with much of the 
"classical pedantry" which now mars much 
of his work, he will yet give some thing very 
much better than he lias yet. 


In this country Mr. Wilde is as yet but little 


known, and has been thought of but little. 
From what we have seen of his poems, he 
appears to be, as the World says, a man with 
true poetic genius, but as yet a poet without 
a balance, a man without a purpose. He 
tries to deal with too many subjects, snch as 
monarchy, revolution, 
republicanism and 


communism, and lias loose ideas of them all. 
He is in fact in an acutely transitional state. 
At one time he is a champion apparently of 
communism, as when he speaks of the 
"Christs that die upon the barricades;" yet 
later he writes:

Nor is he at all times an acute observer,- 


and possessed of the power of giving perfect

been seen of Mr. Wilde's poems, prove that 
the World is not far from wrong in saying 
that better things may be expected of him.

The Bonte Through the Bt, Gothard Tunnel-

The St. Gothanl railway is now so rapidly 


approaching complelioii that a table of the 
fares to be charged on it is printed in the last 
edition of Meyer's Guide-book to Switzerland, 
iu anticipation of the line being very shortly, 
in part at all events, open for traffic. Starting 
from Kotkreuz, eleven miles from Lucerne, 
theSt/Gothard line runs along tho western 
shore of Lake /iiig, round the base of the 
Righi and by Lake Lowerz, striking the Lake 
of Lucerne at Bitumen.

OHAEITY EBB TAPE- 


Charitable institutions are good things. 


Thev help the sick and the needy very often. 
Citizens of large cities, and of country towns 
are very glad to pay a certain tax toward sup- 
| porting the institutions which will relieve 
them of all care for tbe sick, the infirm and 
the aged. It is very comforting to, think, 
even if it is not quite believed, that the rich, 
may refuse to worry themselves about the un- 
fortunate after having paid their taxes and 
seen the reports of those whose business it is 
to look over the various establishments of 
public charities. 


And yet, now and then, there is something 


told about the red tape business connected 
with hospitals and asylums which causes 
many to wonder if such things can be, and to 
ask if there is not too much formality re- 
quired before the needy can be attended to. 
In eastern cities especially there are times 
when the officers of the public hospitals are 
severely criticised and taken to task, and when 
the people feel that the whole system of pub- 
lic charities should be overhauled. 
Nor is 


fault found alone, with the institutions of the 
east. A writer in the Atlantic has lately con- 
tributed a series of papers on the local alms- 
houses of the country, which are described as 
being very badly managed, and which are in 
need of reform in every state of the country. 


One of the latest instances of the curse ol 


red tape is found in the story of a man who 
lived In Philadelphia. He had been hard- 
working, sober, and a resident of the city for 
many years. But one day misfortunes began 
to come upon him. He lost his wife, then his 
child, and at last his health too. He went 
away, still a sober, honest man, hoping that a 
change would bring him benefits. But the 
days were destined never to be brightei for 
him. His health grew worse, he became 
weak, and the worse he grew the stronger 
became the desire to see his old home. He re- 
turned to Philadelphia and sought his friends. 
Alas for him, they all left him. He was alone 
in a great city, dying of consumption. He 
had now no money. He went from place to 
place and only one man. as poor as he, could 
offer him a place to rest. 


At this state of affairs he applied for per- 


mission to enter some hospital where he 
might at least die. He was refused. Again 
and again he knocked at different doors, and 
yet none were opened. The excuses were as 
varied as the refusal. • The fact that he bad 
been a citizen of the city, that he had never 
asked charity bwfore, and that he had paid 
his taxes counted as nothing. Not a bed was 
at his disposal. He tried the red tape, and 
obtained letters and documents to prove he 
was what he professed to be, and yet the 
same answers were always given that he could 
not enter, tlmt he was not qualified. 


Hert tape killed the man. He became dis- 


couraged. His only friend could give him 
shelter 110 longer, and on a dark and dismal 
night, with not a friend to watch at his side, 
witli his head upon ashutter and his emaciated 
body on the side walk, he breathcu his last 
within the very shadows of the boasted char- 
itable institutions of the city he had lived in 
for so long. 


Thefe can be no excuse for such neglect as 


this. Common humanity at least should have 
given him shelter. Red tape might have been 
forgotten for the sak» of tins man whom the 
authorities could not have helped knowing 
was what lie professed to be. It is a blot up- 
on the city which protects such men in their 
positions as overseers of public hospitals, and 
for the sake of other similar cases and for hu- 
manity as well, the people should raise a cry 
loud and long against the red tape barbarism 
which allows a fellow man to go hungry 
where there is plenty and to die in misery 
when there is comfort near at hand. 


AMBITIOUS FBANOE. 


It is coinuiiratlvely safe to state that repub- 


licanism in France is sure of a long and 
prosperous life. It has already existed half 
as many years as the imperial government 
which preceded it, and is much surer than 
that of a long life, because built on u more 
substantial basis. Napoleon HI. was nevei 
sure of liis throne. He obtained it by con- 
spiracy against the popular will, and was con- 
stantly anxious to so direct the attention of 
the people to foreign affairs that they should 
not have an opportunity of looking too closely 
into the origin and workings of the home 
government. Th» vnry war with Germany, 
eleven years ago, a war disastrous from the 
first, wub forced upon Napoleon, Mini would 
never have been undertaken by him had he 
not seen tin- people were becoming tuo in- 
quisitive and must bo occupied. 


The ambition of Napoleon was selfish. 


For llis own good, his own pleasure and his 
own name" lie worked and plotted and lived. 
He did not have the welfare of France at 
heart. If he inaugurated public improve- 
ments and beautified the cities of France, it 
was not because the people were to be bene- 
fited, but was simply that he might have more 
attractions to show the world. 


To-day there is a change in France. There 


is 110 personal ambition equal to that indulged 
in by the people. What Is said and done; 
what is thought and desired, is by the people! 
They are fairly united in thought, desires 
aud aspirations. The republican form of 
government is generally accepted. It grows 
stronger day by day, aud in the- elections of 
Sunday last, it is clearly manifested that im- 
perialism is dead. The Boiiapartlsts were 
completely defeated and the results cannot 
but be gratifying to all who believe in repub- 
licanism, good order aud the welfare of 
France. 


But if the people are more industrious than 


ever; if they are more ready now than ever 
before to have good honest-government aud 
averse to changes; if they think only of the 
greatness of their country, and no longer are 
delighted with the glitte lug spectacle of a 
court and an emperor and the gaudy baubles 
of an expensive government, they are none 
the less ambitious. They desire the welfare 
of France not simply for tiie comfort and 
prosperity that it brings to them, but also be- 
cause U gives the nation strength, aud power. 
They realize now that prosperity at home is 
gi(itoe» abroad, Trance is no morn williar 


r 


to-day than, she was eleven years ago to give 
up foreign contests, and never before was 
there such general ambition to gain back 
much that had been lost, and to become again 
one of the first if not the foremost nation in 
Europe. The late operations of the govern- 
ment in Algeria meet the approval of the 
French people. 
They believe they have a 


a right to enter the old countries and reorgan- 
ize them and know besides that they have the 
power. 


The people of France are not only ambi- 


tious that their country should be financially 
and politically great, but are desirous as well 
that many possessions should be recovered 
which have been taken from them. The war 
with Germany lias not been forgotten. For 
ten years the people have not overlooked the 
fact that the Germans dared to enter Paris 
and dictate terms, and that to-day two prov- 
inces which are this side the Kliine are under 
German rule. France cannot historically lay 
undisputed claim to Alsace and Lorraine. It 
is true they were for centuries considered 
provinces of France, but before 1G48 they 
were alternately held by both France and 
ami Germany. It is also true that a majority 
of the inhabitants speak the German language. 
But nevertheless France cannot calmly think 
that Germany should hold any province this 
side of the lihine, and it is uatural that witli 
growing power, there should be a desire to re- 
cover what had been held for centuries and 
which had been taken away from France in a 
disastrous war. Ever since the provinces 
were lost' thwe has been a desire to regain 
them. Gambetta has always declared that 
such a desire existed. Should a war ever oc- 
cur between France and Germany it will 
probably be for the recovery of the provinces. 
The contest will be a severe one, for the two 
armies will be well matched. France has 
steadily improved her army and the war 
would not be as one sided as that of 1871. 


THE LAUD BILL, 


DENVER AflD THE CAPITAL. 


Denver's capital canvass has been superblj 


ridiculous so far. A meeting was held a few 
weeks .ago at which it was decided to make a 
special effort to control the floating vote,-and 
a subscription was immediately started for 
this purpose. The people of the state ob- 
jected to making the selection of the capital 
site a matter of barter. We fancy also the 
committee found difficulty in getting sufficient 
funds for a money campaign. As the com- 
mittee found that a campaign of this kind 
could not be made to win, they thought it 
better to be virtuous and decided to give it 
up. As a result another meeting was hold 
Friday night which was attended, according 
to the Tribune, by "a small number." At 
this meeting it was resolved not to spend 
money corruptly. This action was remarka- 
ble. It was clear that it was the first inten- 
tion 
to 
use 
money 
corruptly or. 
no 


such resolution would be called for. This 
action is taken with as poor judgment as the 
former. What sort of city is this that feels 
that it must publicly resolve to carry on an 
honest canvass in order to reassure the voters 
of the state? It would be jus,t as proper foi 
the members of a legislature to publicly de- 
clare in a resolution that their votes could not 
be corruptly manipulated, or for a political 
party to declare in its platform that it would 
not buy votes. It is necessary sometimes for 
an inebriate to take a pledge that he will not 
drink any liquor in order to strengthen his 
will. Denver puts itself ,\n the same light. 
It wants to spend money corruptly, and »o 
passes a resolution that it will not, to control 
this almost uncontrollable desire. It is an 
exhibition of honesty that is neither real 01 
sincere. It Is true that within a day or two 
the paper.s in Denver ban; denounced the im- 
proper use of money, but these denuneiations 
would have had a, better effect, had they been 
made after the first meeting when the subject 
was first proposed. 


Denver started out in her capital canvass 


'with a, large meeting the report of which oc- 
cupied more than a column in each of the 
great dailies. The report of the last meeting 
Is given in 
a 
stickfull 
and represent! 


the 
progress 
of 
the canvass. 
There 


is no question but Denver has lost prestige 
and heart also/ The confidence of two weeks 
anu is gone. There is no more bluster or blow, 
but in the-place a subdued resolution which 
says to the state, "we will be honest." 


Denver should have taken our advice in the 


beginning. It should have urged that ft will 
imve a beautiful park which is largely paid 
for out of the school fund and which the. peo- 
ple of the state should be permitted to enjoj 
by placing the capital in Denver. 
It should 


also have spoken of the *5,000 appropriated 
by the state to improve capital grounds in 
Denver which will be a total loss if the cap- 
ital is removed. 
These facts might have 


kindled some enthusiasm. 


The dispatch of sympathy from the Armen- 


ians to President Gartield is worthy of more 
than passing notice. This people, though 
successively conquered and ruled by Itoinan, 
Persian, Greek, Saracen and Turk, have main- 
tained their national characteristics and have 
handed down through twenty centuries of op- 
pression, the purest traditions of liberty and 
lofty patriotism. While the Germanic races

Europe and in western Asia, and have fur- 
nished the ablest commanders and statesmen. 
The persecution of Moslem and infidel has 
never shaken their Christian faith, and 
it 
has 
been 
handed down itndimmed 


by age and untarnished by bitter opposi- 
tion. That such a people way off upon 
the 
barren hills of Asia should 
have, 


so kindly remembered us shows that the peo- 
ple are worthy descendants of their fathers. 
In the revolution that la now quietly passing 
over Europe the Armenians are soon destined 
to take an active part and will assert them- 
selves. They will make a strong, vigorous 
nation of patriotic impulses awl allied to the 
hlfhest types of democracy, 


The measure of relief for Ireland which 


has been occupying so much attention in 
parliament, and which is commonly spoken 
of as the Irish Land Bill, has at length passed 
both houses of parliament and only awaits 
the signature of the queen to become a law. 
It is generally conceded that the bill even in 
its present shape and notwithstanding the 
various amendments which have attached 
themselves to it, is substantially the same 
and as fully satisfies the conditions of the 
solution of Irish difficulties as when first in- 
troduced by 3Ir. Gladstone. 
The tenant 


farmers of Ireland cannot but be satisfied 
with the provisions for it gives them all, and 
more than all, that was asked for or even ex- 
pected. 


We have only lately spoken of the opposi- 


tion which the different parties offered to the 
passage of the land bill. The home rulers es- 
pecially and naturally were its most bitter op- 
ponents. They were not desirous of seeing 
any measure pass which would tend to main- 
tain thn existing relations .between England 
and Ireland. They are not expected to ap- 
prove of any bill which will tend to make 
Ireland satisfied. They would have been glad 
hud there been a dead-lock and a dissolution, 
for then they could have said to the people of 
Ireland that nil English schemes for their re- 
lief would amount to nothing and were but 
snares and delusions. What the home rulers 
want is agitation, for on that depends their 
existence as a party. The following are the 
main heads of the bill as it finally passed 
both houses of parliament:

To this must be added the lords' amendment, 
accepted by Mr. Gladstone, that any applicant 
to tho commission who may consider himself 
aggrieved may appeal to the court of appeals 
in Ireland, with tbe limitation that the. leave 
of the court must be asked. 


The bill gives much to the tenant, as its 


leading features will show. By it he obtains 
a right to fatr dealing, fair rent, and fair sale. 
He cannot be obliged to pay an increased rent 
unless for good reasons, his tenancy is re- 
garded as a piece of property and he cannot 
be deprived of it unless eluo compensation is 
given. He has moreover the privilege of 
fair pay for his improvement upon the prop- 
erty maelo while a tenant.

"DICKENS' PRISONER,1' 


The Hun Who Has Baen Seven Times ia tho Eastern 


.Penitentiary, 


American Pulpit timl Pew. 


A few Sabbaths ago while conducting set- 


vices in the penitentiary I noticeel to my rlgh 
a cell with un open door. The occupant sa 
in full view of the singers and preacher. Hi. 
appearance was quite reverential anel it stir 
prised me that he alone, ol: my audience e>i 
two hundred, was visible. Afterward 1 in 
quired of the chaplain concerning him. "Oh !' 
said .he, that is Charley L., the man imiuor 
talized by Dickens. 
AVnit until the others 


have gone and 1 will take you to his cell." 


1 accepted the invitation. We found the 


prisoner very glad to see us and quite commu 
nicatiye. The walls of his cell were elecoratee 
with figures of various elesigns and presentee 
quite a home-like appearance. They brotigh 
to mind a cell that was pointed out to me iu 
the year 1840 when I visited the penitentiary 
The warden at that time told us that the 
room, which was then empty, had been orna 
mented by a German convict who had left re- 
cently, after serving out his term of five years 
During his imprisonment he had managed to 
ollectthe dust from colored yarns that he 
had reeled, anel had used this in preparing i 
variety of colors for decorating the walls 
The room was regarded as a great curiosity 


As soon as I entered the cell of "Dickens 


prisoner," as he is called, I noticed its re- 
semblance to the one 1 Imd seen many years 
before, and 1 referred to it. "That," exclaim- 
ed the old man, "is the first room that I 
painted; I have elecoruted ten rooms in all 
Eight of those were for myself." He thei 
went into u somewhat tedious detail of his 
method of decorating, and spoke of the supe- 
riority of his work ajid the precautions lie hael 
taken to paint in oil the-places where visitors 
were likely to deface the ornaments by rub- 
bing against the wall. 


Charley seem to be quite devout, and loves 
to speajc of the church of his mother. 
His 


history, if written out, would make strange 
reading. He committed the crime of larceny 
and was sentenced for five years, in 18SU it 
was during this time that Dickens Interviewed 
him. 1 o him, liberty was not quite as dear as 
Dickens imagined. 
Ho has been sentenced 


seveu^imes since. The last time was from 
September 10,1870, for three years 
Ho is 


now 78 years old, and while ho looks for- 
wara to the day of his release with some in- 
terest, he is fearful that lie uiay not fare as 
well outside as he has fared iusieleof t'-e 
prison walls. 
He expresses the hope that 


after his "time is up" his friends will help 
him to got a home of his own. Ho talks verv 
freely of his past life. Iu giving hi m his first 
.sentence the judge reminded him that it was 
made severe because his offense involved the 
character of an innocent man. The idea then 
of going to prison for so long u term us five 
years and being separated from his wife 
was terrible.

Of the 
vast coal beds special mention is made in an- 
other column. Xo other district in the coun- 
ry can boast of such varied and valuable re- 
sources. Much of the ore is of very high 
jrade, although there are immense bodies of 
galena ore in the vicinity that are only about 
average grade. In some localities carbonates 
itwe been found. The location is particularly 
adapted for the erection of

and in time Crested Butte will be the main 
smelting point for the Gunnison country 
ores. It will, after the present year, have the 
superior advantage of a railroad added to its 
fuel, water and fine wagon roads. There Is 
one smelter here now, and there will be 
need of others with the rapid development of 
;he country. 


COAL. 


If there were nothing else here but the im- 


mense coal fields, Crested Butte would, in 
time, become a prominent point. The coal 
:S within very easy access; in fact, the coal 
trains can run right to the tunnel mouths, and 
there will be none of the expense and trouble 
of hauling it in wagons to the cars. Grad- 
ing has already been commenced for the track 
of the C. C. & I. company. The coal is of su- 
perior quality and endless in quantity. A 
number of

Three veins, very similar to those found near 
Canon City, have been found, and below

ii.u o;di;ii'>t )>'• ^in-passed in the United States. 
These veins uiuuiup from the mountain side, 
and are free from slate, thereby making un- 
necessary the work of sorting the coal. Large 
coke ovens are to be erected. An analysis of 
the coal gives 68.70 fixed carbon; 7 astt; '.'a.SO 
gas; 1.50 moisture. The per cent of coke is 
75.70. 
This superior to the Connellsville, 


Pennsylvania, coal. The Crested Brutte coal 
caa be coked for 31.85 per ton. 


ANTBBA.CIT.E COAi. 


At the head of Coal creek are great beds of 


anthracite coal, which is the only real an- 
thracite west of the Alleghanias. Tests of 
this coal have proven it be of very superior 
quality. Recently a fine vein of anthracite 
has been found on Slate river, at a point 
about three mid one-half miles from town. 
The veins are from two to live feet iu width, 
and carry 03 per cent, of fixed carbon. From 
the above fact it can readily be seen that this 
is a most Important point hi Colorado, and 
cannot but have a bright future before it. 
Hundreds of acres of coal land have been 
taken up by companies and will now be de- 
veloped. Messrs. Smith, Holt and Axtell 
and others, of Crested Butte, own many acres. 
The Denver and 15io Grande railroad com- 
pany have over 1,200 acres. The Coitl and 
Silver Mining company of Philadelphia have 
700 acres, and the

commenced extensive development. They 
will ere long have 15 men at work hero and 
will keep them employed during the winter 
getting out and coking coal.

Within three miles of Crested Butte is a 


very large iron swamp, yielding bog iron con- 
taining 00 to 05 per cent, metallic iron. In 
time iron blast furnaces may be erected here, 
and without them the iron is of great value 
for fluxing purposes. 


UMHKTOXK. 


A very fine quality of limestone is found 


three miles from Crested Butte, adding anoth- 
er not unimportant feature to the town's re- 
sources. 
Good building stone is also found 


near the city. 


Building material is cheap, there being so 


much fine timber and many saw mills neiir 
the town. 


1'IKK CLAY. 


At a distance of about 12 miles from Cres- 


ted Butte, near what is known as "Jack's 
Cabin," a large bed of lire cluy has been found. 
Tests have been had establishing its value be- 
yond question. Preparations are being made 
for utilizing this clay. 


SVI.PUL'tt AND HOT SI'HIXUS.. 


One and one half miles north of Crested 


Butte, on Slate river, are the White Sulphur 
springs, whose waters are known to possess 
medicinal qualities. On Cement creek, four 
miles from the town, are hot and cold soda 
springs of fine quality.

On the extreme northern coast of Scotland, 


and built upon the very edgy of high rocky 
cliffs, is the little town of Thurso. Whoever 
will'visit this curious place will undoubtedly 
be welcomed by a stonn of wind ami rain 
rttging so fiercely that one will be very much 
inclined to believe that transportation has tak- 
en him out of civilization and into the realms 


f another world. The town, too, is altogeth- 


er peculiar, odd and strange. 
Us houses are 


low built, of a gray stone, and so closely hud- 
.Ued together that the streets are dark and 
narrow and those living 611 either side of the 
way are neighbors indeed. It is a well remem- 
bered night, not long ago, when these, streets 
were first traversed by your correspondent. 
[I was as dark and rainy a nfeht us one would 
wisli to see. The wind whistled and moaned 
around the sharp corners ami came down the 
narrow streets with a force and fury that com- 
pelled one to turn again and again to catch 
his breath before proceeding to his destina- 
tion. And above the confusion there came 
from tlie sea, beating itself into fury against 
the cliffs, a dull and solemn and continuous 
roar which added to the weirdness of the 
scene. It was with a glad heart that the inn 
was reached at last, and before the open fire 
and lazily eating the ample supper, one forgot 
the miseries of the outside and rather enjoy' 
ed the whistling of the wind through the 
streets and the beating of the rain against the 
window panes. And then the rest that night 
The room provided was us quaint as the towr 
itself. It bad an open lire, a large four postei 
bedstead, hung around with heavy curtains 
and the windows were those deep set ones 
which seem to invite one to sit quietly dov.'i 
mill look out upon the sea stretching Tarawa; 
to the nortli. 


It was on the morning after arrival that th 


hrsVgiiiiiw«r-wiw ,.>.t<xinp,i of tho norther- 
islands. The rain hud ceased, and the sur 
warm and cheerful, shone down upon th 
still wild and heaving sea. Wandering throng] 
the narrow streets with tlieir large stone slab- 
and after dodging into various doorways to ot 
cape the lumbering carts that noisily came run 
bling along, there was reached at lust the ou 
side of the town and bluff upon which Thurso 
is perched. O'szing toward tlio north in Hie cli 
rection which » jolly old mariner pointed ou 
there could be .seen the dim blue outlines ot 
what appeared to be minuUire mountains ris 
ing directly from the ocean. These were the 
bold peaks of the Orkneys, the most southern 
group of northern islamls,und which have long 
been noted for tlieir fantastic peaks and caves 
and curious towns. It was a delight to gaze 
on them even from a distance, for the life 
among the Orkneys and the Shetlands has 
always been full of charming mystery. 
The 


people of 
these 
islands, 
their 
homes, 


tlieir 
history, 
tlieir 
life so

from the rest of 
the world, have luret: 


many another across the Atlantic, and have 
hurried them over the beauties of Scotland 
and brought them at last to this old town of 
Tliurso, eager and anxious to sail away again 
and reach the mystic shores which could at 
last be dimly seen in the distance. 


it was not for several days that the se; 


allowed the little steamer which sails from 
Thurso to the Orkneys to attempt its journey, 
When the day at last did come, it was will] 
evident satisfaction at least -to ono of the 
small party, that the engines started aval thu 
little boat began to perform strange antics or 
the still turbulent ocean. For half a day the 
steamer continued its course and just ai 
evening was throwing its shadows over the 
scene, the southern coast of the Orkneys was 
reached. Winding about the gigantic peaks 
of dull gray rock, the little steauif r pushed 
steadily on. The scene was indeed fantastic. 
The cliffs were high and rugged, the isolated 
columns of stone were worn by the beating 
of the waters into all sorts of curious shapes, 
the gulls with wild notes of alarm, swept in 
crowds from their resting places, and the surl 
with loud and sullen rom- leaped hiyli against 
the rocks, or rushed into tho many cave? 
atoug the way. 


More turnings and twisting*, more cliffs 


and birds and strange unearthly roars am1 


there is entered a secluded bay. It ia a har- 
bor of peace. The water is still. The heights 
give place to round, low protecting hillf. A 
tiny island, fresh and green, is settled not far 
from either shore. Boats, sailed ami rowed, 
put out to meet u» us we untercd this retivat 
and directly over tho bow of the sluan 
nestled a little town. It clung closely to the 
water's e.ilgc, and sotnu of the houses wi 
wen built upon the stones that stretc'ied 
their arms into still deeper water.

The town itself has a single

The houses on either side of this 


imple thoroughfare are made of stone and 
uve their stout walls to keep the cold of Win- 
er days at good safe distance. The window* 
rn small, deep set, and in summer are shaletl 
iy some hardy vine that dares to live awhile 
n this bleak world. 
Like all tis.hinif towns, 


he streets during the days arc given up to 
vomen and children who gather at the public 
onntain and pass tne gossip of the hour. One 
arely hears loudjvoices, and even children at 
heir play have that subdued appearance su 
n keeping with the town itself. 


Let not ono desiring excitement einue In 


Stromness. It is not excitement that one can 
find. It is rest rather. The memory even of the 
ilace brings a feeling ol! repose. There ib 
inch a peace there. One may climb over Hif 
•oiling hills, brown mul treeless, and though 
he view of sea mul island, cliffs and inland 
iikes be grand, there will still be found only 
•esl. Tho very boys, alone among the fields 
ending their sheep, an; not exerting theni- 
;elvt!s. They are not even reading, but crone 
o themselves with low voice and Rive but, ;i 
iiissinii glance at a strangers face. If OIK- 
valks still farther inland, there are still flu- 
quiet seciics. Not even a house appears t<> 
listurb one, but the barren fields stretch on 
ifar, deserted save by the wandering sheep. 
,f one by chance should go to some warm 
lillside, there might be found the rude hut of 
he Orkneynieii. It is by itself. Xo neis^lt- 
jors can be seen.

The standing 
stones, the lakes, the ancient mounds and the 
old.cathedral and palace of the Orkneys may 
be visited and described at another time. It 
is enough at present to feel that there is al- 
ways time enough for laziness among thy 
islands of the iiorthern seas.

Below will be found the weekly report of 
ie wool market in Boston, prepared by 
Denny, Rice & Co., of that city. 


WOOL ASD WOOLLENS. 


The total receipts of wool afc.thls...iv>i*..«iu»~ 
ng the punt-n-CT*. comprise 8,980 bales do- 
mestic and 1S3 foreign, against 11,763 bales 
omestic and. 15 foreign for the'same time 
tst year. The total receipts since January 
. IHSi, comprise 248,874 bales domestic and 
7,S94 bales foreign, against 231,150 bales do- 
nestic and, 83,844 bales foreign for the corres- 
onding period of 1880. 
The sales for the week comprise 1,812,939 
>s. of domestic fleece and pulled aud 98,100 
bs. of foreign, making the week's transac- 
ons foot up 1,911,039 Ibs., against 3,039,179 
bs. and 2,035,080 Ibs, for the two previous 
veek's transactions. 


The sales, as collected from the several 
ouses and given in detail below, show a total 
f 1,911,039 Ibs., or '128,131 Ibs. less than last 
•eek. The decrease is divided about equally 
n domestic and foreign wools. The most 
marked feature in the sales is the large busi- 


ess in Michigan wools, of which 367,444 Ibs. 
ave been sold, which' is 253,000 Ibs. more 
mn last week. The sales of combing and 
elaine and scoured have be~en a trifle over 
0,000 Ibs. There has been a large decrease 
n the business in unwashed and unmercjiaut- 
ble, amounting to 180,000 Ibs., and in Cali- 
oriiia spring of 170,000 Ibs. in Ohio and 
'ennsylvania the decrease has been 46,000 
bs., in territory of 14,000 Ibs., and in fall Cal- 
foraia 16,000 Ibs. In foreign wools the sales 
have been again light, or only 98,100 Ibs., 
igainst 101,500 Ibs. last week. 


The market has been fairly active, the sales 


howing almost a similar total to last week's, 
but the visible activity is even less. The 
most activity this week has been in Michigan 
wool,-and there are those who claim that con- 
cessions have been made in order to make 
them, but the details of the sales show ouly 
140,000 Ibs. that ranged from 39 to 40e. 
These lower sales, it is pretty safe to con- 
clude, are rather inferior grades, since 40 
cents has been obtained for many Jots. Wo 
also know where 39 cents have been refused, 
and large sales thus prevented. There have 
again been large sales of territory wools, of 
which 348,500 Ibs. have been sold. An active 
inquiry still exists for combing and delaine, 
and dealers are behind in their deliveries. 
Manufacturers are making more fine goods 
;hau ever before, hence the increased demand 
for this -grade of wool. . There has been a 
great decline in receipts this week. 


There is nothing new from the west, al- 


;hough there is. according to some dealers, a 
little softening, but we do not look for much, 
as dealers in this market stand ready to pay 
88 cents for Michigan wool whenever that 
price is readied. From California a large 
private sale is reported of 500,000 Ibs. of 
northern wool in San Francisco, at 31 to 31,V 
cents, to an eastern manufacturer, but pri- 
vate telegraphic reports do not give details, 
and all do not agree as to the quantity of 
wool sold. A Philadelphia firm, Alexander 
Whilden & Co., has failed, but the failure was 
due to outside speculation, and not to their 
legitimate business of dealing in cotton and 
wool. They wore rated some mouths ago to 
be wortli $150,000 to 8200,000, but have been 
in poor erudlt more recently.

For Twenty Years a lunter 


on the Colorado Plans, 


In that Time He Kils 24,- 


000 Antelopes, 


Con it be possible that there is i; all Colo- 


rado a person so benighted as no to have 
heard of Jim Hamlin, the celebratd hunter 
of the Colorado plains, the very inanwho has 
supplied at least one-third of the tntelope 
meat placed upon sale in our markts? In 
the year 1858 this self same Jim eft his 
home in the tar east with the manywho at 
that time came to seek their fortunes in the 
Rockies. He came not with the purose of 
shouldering pick and shovel with •fyiich to 
dig from the bowels of the earth the firtune 
he so much desired. But instead lie; -elied 
upon his rifle, knowing as he did that wild 
game was as plentiful in the Rockies aid on 
the plains surrounding them as was the?old 
and silver. From youth up he had!;leen 
taught to handle the rifle, aud among the'bys 
in the neighborhood of his old home heyas 
looked upon as a veritable William T$H. 
When twelve years old he could shoot a ci»- 
aer or an egg from the fingers of a scholl- 
inate without fears of doing him bodily r;.- 
ury. 
While on his journey across tin 


American desert Jim supplied the entire trait 
with game, brought down by his unerring 
aim, and although at that time a mere youth 
he was a holy terror to the red skins who In- 
ested the plains on the Santa Fe trail 
> in 


.858. 
Jim had never had but little experi- 


ince with the "pesky critters," as he likes'to 
all the Indians, but he soon gained a reputa- 
ion as an excellent and shrewd Indlah 
ighter. At his home Jim had been ace 
omed to hunting deer, bear and other lari 
:"anie known to that section of the country! 
iut never hod he pulled his rifle on the prog- 
omed antelope,' the fleet footed and favorite' 
ame of the plains. He was at first at a loss 
o know how to hunt these always wi|d and 
lightened creatures, but he soon occoraplish- 
d the art and he is to-day the crack huntsman 
f the plains. 
During the first year of his residence in 
lolorado Jim Hamlin tried elk hunting in the 
lountains, but he soon abandoned this life 
or a preferable one on the plains, and since 
850 he has devoted his entire attention to 
intelope hunting. His ciioice hunting grounds 
re on the plains in the vicinity of Kit Car- 
on, Hugo and on the crocks, or rather creek 
eds, which are so numerous in that section, 
n earlier years there were no game laws re- 
tricting the shooting of wild game, but as it 
s now Jim is given but four months in which 
o do his season's work, these months being 
epternber, October, November and December. 
For twenty years in which this renowned 
unter has.ro,vcd-!i'v-j~lu— u~- ,»J—i"-^*»-n' 
sttmated that ho has killed, on an average, 


00 antelope per apnvim, thus giving a total 


f 34,000 antelope killed in the time. To Mr. 


Hamlin's credit it can be said that he never 
laughters game for the sport that it affords 
im. It is a matter of business witli him and 
ie game killed is dressed and sent to the 
astern markets. The lore-quarters of the 
ntelope are never used for meat but left up- 
n the ground where the animal is shot, the 
iud-quarters and the hide being the only 
arts preserved by the hunters. Jim Ilamlin 
as, for years past, lived in the old block 
ouse on Squirrel creek, known as the Town- 
end ranch, about twenty-seven miles east of 
his city. It is one of the oldest ranch build- 
ngs in the state and makes onu of the best 
houses imaginable lor a person of Jim Ham- 
ill's disposition and calling. At this house 
e is now preparing for his coming campaign 
gainst the antelope which opens on the first 
f September and by the first of January 1883 
here will be from 1,000 to 1,200 less antelope 
•unnjng wild in the plains in the vicinity of 
ils camp than there now is.

The "Saturday Review" on R. G. White. 


Mr. Richard Grant White's "England With- 


out and Within" is In pleasant contrast to vari- 
ous books which have bean written by Eng- 
lishmen about America as well as by Ameri- 
cans about England. We find of course, here 
and there a few absurd mistakes. 
But they 


are mistakes; they are due to republican pre- 
judice and national imperfection of knowl- 
edge, not to spite or even to wish to be hu- 
morous. Mr. White was received with that 
cordial hospitality. which both Englishmen 
and Americans are prompt to show to one 
another. He had introductions to the best so- 
foty of the mother country; to see the lower 
or lower middle class—except hi railways, on 
the roads, or on great public occasions-he 
had somewhat to go out of his way. The 
general result of his visit seems to be a some- 
what enthusiastic admiration of the best charac- 
teristics of Englishmen and Englishwomen, 
both those they share with and those in which 
they differ from his "own folk." Naturally 
he thinks that there is more female beauty in 
America; but Ins general estimate of English- 
women, even on that point, will, we think, 
satisfy them. That in voice, in carriage, and 
in what wo should call manners, they are 
vastly superior to a very large proportion of 
his countrywomen he sometimes asserts and 
more often distinctly implies. An English- 
woman, he says, Is a woman in soul as well 
as body,.in mind as in person. Her voice is 
almost always pleasant, her bearing and con- 
duct almost always free from the ostentatious 
self-assertion of her northern sister; northern, 
we say, for Mr. White Is a Yankee, and 
speaks of American men and women as if he 
knew little of any other typo. We cannot 
say that, in our own opinion, a Virginian gen- 
tleman or gentlewoman Is wanting in any of 
the finest characteristics he ascribes to the 
aristocracy of Great Britain. 


According to Mr. White, a thoroughbred 


English gentleman is about the finest possi- 
ble type of cultivated humanity. Physically, 
he maintains, the American is, on the average, 
taller and scarcely less stalwart, though the 
tendency to excessive stoutness is very much 
more rare on the western side of the Atlantic; 
and certain military statistics which were 
published shortly after the war bear out this 
view. But the Englishman, he says, whether 
soldier or civilian, has the advantage in car- 
riage and manner. The Horse Guards may 
be inferior in stature to many a regiment 
from Maine to Vermont—as these were to 
the Kentuckians—but the slouch and sloven- 
liness of American soldiers would not be tol- 
erated in a tbre«-months' recruit, and is

A big basket of luscious peaches arrived In 


Denver yesterday over the fast freight line 
and was admired by all beholding it. We do 
not expect to share the'contents of the basket, 
inasmuch as it bore the weird inscription: 


The greenbackers have often compared our 


circulating medium per capita with that of 
France to show that there was need of infla- 
tion. Attention at tlie time was drawn to 
the fact that we did not need as much as 
France because we did our banking business 
differently. In France a merchant in paying 
a bill draws the cash while we pay in a check. 
Iu France nearly all such transactions are in 
cash, wlule here it was estimated that not 
over 12 per cent, was cash. The recent paper 
of Comptroller Knox, before the banker's 
association, shows that even less cash is used. 
In New York only 1.3 per cent of the 
transactions of the national banks is in cash, 
98.7 per cent, being in checks and drafts. 
In the whole country only 4.81 per cent, is 
paid in cash. Of this 4 per cent, is in bank 
notes aud greenbacks, .65 per cent, in gold 
coin aud .10 per cent, in silver. This shows 
that only live dollars in money is needed for 
every hundred dollars in commercial transac- 
tions and that, really, considering the way 
business is done, we have the largest amount 
of circulating medium per capita of any na- 
tion in the world.

He ascribes this in 
great measure to the resolute self-respect and 
individualism of the English character, the 
determination with which each man asserts 
bis legal right, however offensive it may seeiii, 
when it is rudely in-Jaded; while he recog- 
nizes frankly the willingness to waive rights 
when once properly acknowledged, without 
which suali self-assertion would become in- 
alerable selfishness. AVhether he recognizes 
;hat such individual self-dependence and re- 
solve Is distinctly aristocratic is the fruit of 
example set for centuries by individuals 
strong enough to hold their own against 
numbers, is not quite so clear. 


On the whole the book conveys what, we 


believe, Is the undoubted truth. America is 
a far better country for those who are bent 
on wealth and on physical comfort that th'ey 
cannot easily attain at home. For those who 
have enough for thuir wants England is in- 
comparably the pleasanter country to live in. 
With all Its glorious natural scenery, Ameri- 
ca is, as -compared with England, an ugly 
country. And in American society men are 
much more constantly liable to have their 
toes trodden upon by pushing and crowding 
neighbors.

New York politics are exceedingly interest 


ing though it is the off year. The highest 
candidate on either ticket will be that of sec- 
retary of state. There will also be a new 
assembly elected anil half of the senate. 
The election of members of the legislature 
ordinarily would not be of any special Inter- 
est as none of the members elected will vote 
on a United States senator unless in case of 
resignation or death. The next election will 
not be until the winter of 1884 aud 1SS5. 
The places on the state ticket are not of posi- 
tions of great prominence or honor. 


There are two eleinents,however, which enter 


the campaign which will make it as interest- 
ing as any purely state election in years. Mr. 
Tilden proposes to control the state conven- 
tion of the democratic party for the purpose 
of securing the nomination for governor iu 
1882. Owing to his physical infirmities we 
have been accustomed to think of him as iu 
the seventies and anything but an active poli- 
tician. But lie is now only sixty-seven years 
of age and iu the full possession of his intel- 
lectual faculties. He is no older tuau the re- 
cently elected senator from Wisconsin, Seuar 
tor Sawyer. Senators Caujeron aiid Hamliu 
were iu active political life until after 70. He

six years. He has not taken an active part 
in politics since 1870, though there have been 
strong Tildeu aud anti-Tilden parties. But 
these divisions were supposed to be the re 
suit of previous fights, and drew the lines be- 
tween two sections of the democratic party 
which were naturally antagonistic. Mut Mr. 
Tilden intends to show this year that he is 
personally the leader of his own faction. He 
is also showing a conciliatory tendency iu or- 
der to bring over some of the antagonistic 
elements to himself. If he is successful it 
will give him the personal strength as a lead- 
er which he had In 1870. It will place him 
in the gubematlonal chair in New York iu 
1883 if his party is successful, and give hiu 
a fair chance for the nomination for the presi 
dency in 1884. He will then be seventy years 
of age, which will bo against him. But hi 
mental sharpness' and shrewdness are likely 
to outweigh physical infirmities.

Mr. Harris, who will take chargo of our

Another Day of Business With the Indians, 


Generosity of the Sionx. 


\VAfiinsoToy, August 20.—The secretary 


of the interior and the Indian commissioners 
to-day signed the document transferring land 
from the Sioux to the Poncas. Buffalo Ghost 
argued and White Ghost, of the Yankton 
Sioux, refused to sign on the general ground 
that they had been deceived too often in sign- 
ing papers. They would sign if their people 
consented. It cedes one section of six hun- 
dred and forty acres to each I'onca family 
and each unmarried Ponca over twenty-one 
years old, awl must be ratified by congress 
and three-fourths of the Sioux Indians. Little 
Chief and his Chcyennes agreed to go back 
from the Indian Territory to the White river 
country this fall. Kirkwood told him he 
would have to pay for the transportation sup- 
plied as they were contracted for to be deliv- 
ered in the Indian Territory. Little Chief 
said they had some money and could get 
along without supplies if the Sioux would 
help them, and lied Cloud said the Sioux 
would aid them, and Kirkwood said the de- 
partment would try to get supplies transfer- 
red to them.
